Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 5,557,420 to 
Yanagihara et al. 

As shown in Figure 1 , Yanagihara teaches the video signal coding method in 
which an input digital video signal is coded by using discrete cosine transform (6), 
quantization (8), variable length coding (9), quantization (8), and difference predictive 
coding (10, 11, 12, 13, and 14). Yanagihara teaches the quantization is performed 
while selecting a quantizer, which enables variable length coding on AC components of 
the discrete cosine transformed input digital video signal to be equal to or smaller than a 
differential code amount. The differential code amount is obtained by subtracting, from 
a predetermined code amount, a maximum DC code amount which is a larger one 
amoung a predictive code amount which is obtained by performing difference predictive 
coding on DC components of the discrete cosine transformed input digital video signal, 
and a fixed code amount in the case where the DC components are set to a fixed length 
(Col 11, Col 12 Lines 50-67, Col 13 1-25, Col 14 1-37, Figs. 1 and 20.
